E SENAT 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10—The League of Nations covenant 


and Peace Treaty was reported to the Senate by Foreign Rela- 
tions committee at 1 o'clock today. 


The report was filed by Senator Lodge. 
It is accompanied 


by a spirited defense of the work of the committee, with a sharp 
criticism of the President and blistering condemnation of the 
League which is styled as a means to embroil this country in 
European wars. 


The report recites that the committee speeded up its con- 


sideration of the covenant on account of the demands of Demo- 
cratic leaders and newspapers and they ask now a prompt action 
toward final disposition of the pact by the Democratic leaders in 
the Senate. 


In further justification of the committee's deliberations the 


Lodge report recites that a number of the other nations parties 
to the pact have not ratified it yet. Failure of the committee to 
received all the information they were entitled to was also com- 
mented upon, while arguments similar to Senate debate was also 
embodied touching upon the six votes of Great Britain to Amer- 
ica's one; the Shantung treaty* right of withdrawal and Article 
X. Special stress was laid upon the dangers confronting us when 
we are once caught in the meshes of the League and required to 
mix up in the quarrels of the twenty-six other nations signatory 
to the pact.

OUTLINE OF A CORRECT PROFIT-SHARING PLAN 


A good many years of actual experience have made me very 


optimistic regarding profit-sharing plans worked out along the 
following lines: 


First: Every business has, first of all, to earn operating 


expenses, depreciation and fair returns for honest capitalization. 


Second: I believe that every business should consider that 


the compensation paid employes is for the purpose of earning y 
sum of money sufficient to pay the above-mentioned items. . 


Third: 
I believe that any profits over and above such sum 


should, on some percentage basis, be divided between the capital 
used in the business and the employes engaged in the business. 


Fouilh: I believe that in neither case should these profits 


be immediately withdrawn from the business; that they should 
be left in the business for a reasonable length of time, to protect 
and increase its financial strength and safety; that, in the case 
of capital, ts share of these profits should be distributed to them 
in some form of security representing an interest in the business, 
jid that each employe should be required to hold such security for 
a reasonable length of time, say three to five years. 


Fifth: I believe that the employes' share of these profits 


should be allotted to them as nearly as possibls on the basis of 
the compensation they receive. Up to date, this has proven to 
be the best method.—George W. Perkins in "Profit Sharing or 
The Workers Fail- Share."

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10—The League of Nations covenant 


and Peace Treaty was reported to the Senate by Foreign Rela- 
tions committee at 1 o'clock today. 


The report was filed by Senator Lodge. 
It is accompanied 


by a spirited defense of the work of the committee, with a sharp 
criticism of the President and blistering condemnation of the 
League which is styled as a means to embroil this country in 
European wars. 


The report recites that the committee speeded up its con- 


sideration of the covenant on account of the demands of Demo- 
cratic leaders and newspapers and they ask now a prompt action 
toward final disposition of the pact by the Democratic leaders in 
the Senate. 


In further justification of the committee's deliberations the 


Lodge report recites that a number of the other nations parties 
to the pact have not ratified it yet. Failure of the committee to 
received all the information they were entitled to was also com- 
mented upon, while arguments similar to Senate debate was also

OUTLINE OF A CORRECT PROFIT-SHARING PLAN 


A good many years of actual experience have made me very 


optimistic regarding profit-sharing plans worked out along the 
following lines: 


First: Every business has, first of all, to earn operating 


expenses, depreciation and fair returns for honest capitalization. 


Second: I believe that every business should consider that 


the compensation paid employes is for the purpose of earning y 
sum of money sufficient to pay the above-mentioned items. . 


Third: 
I believe that any profits over and above such sum 


should, on some percentage basis, be divided between the capital 
used in the business and the employes engaged in the business. 


Fouilh: I believe that in neither case should these profits 


be immediately withdrawn from the business; that they should 
be left in the business for a reasonable length of time, to protect 
and increase its financial strength and safety; that, in the case 
of capital, ts share of these profits should be distributed to them 
in some form of security representing an interest in the business, 
jid that each employe should be required to hold such security for 
a reasonable length of time, say three to five years. 


Fifth: I believe that the employes' share of these profits 


should be allotted to them as nearly as possibls on the basis of 
the compensation they receive. Up to date, this has proven to 
be the best method.—George W. Perkins in "Profit Sharing or 
The Workers Fail- Share."
